A theory of society that advocates a 
more precise, orderly and harmonious 
arrangement of the social relations of 
mankind than that which haa hitherto 
prevailed. (Webster's Dictionary.) 

A science of reconstructing society on 
an entirely new basis, by substituting 
the principle of aeaociatio for that of 
competition in every branih of human 
industry. (Worcester’s Dictionary.) 

A theory that aims to secure the re¬ 
construction of society, increase of 
wealth, and a more equal distribution 
of the products of labor and capital 
(as distinguished from property), and 
the public collective management of all 
industries Its motto is: “Everyone 
according to his deeds" (Standard 
Dictionary.) 

The term SOCIAL DEMOCRACY is 
the more precise name for international 
Socialism and signifies a Socialist society 
democratically administered.

The Constitution Outgrown 


The big convention of the grsml 
lodge of the Internationa] Associa¬ 
tion of Machinists now in session 
in "Milwaukee declared last Tues¬ 
day for Socialism. It’s coming! 
The eighth plant in its platform 
now reads: 

“We strongly recommend our 
members to vote for and support 
candidates who are in favor of 
public ownership and control of all 
the means of production and distri¬ 
bution, to the end that it will hot 
be necessary to humilate our citizen¬ 
ship in the future with fruitless pe¬ 
titions.” 

Public ownership of the means of 
production and distribution is So¬ 
cialism. We congratulate the ma¬ 
chinists. 


It is atrsuge that we Americans, who are so progressive in other matters, 
are so conservative in regard to our political institutions. But tips seems to 
have been the tendency from the start, for our United States constitution 
was made as immutable as the laws of the Medes and Persians 

Of course our ruling class is well satisfied with the constitution as N fa. 
It has allowed our profit-making fellow-citiiens to go to any extreme, and If 
they can preserve that antiquated document as the fundamental law of our 
country, there will be no end to their “enterprise." 

Thst they will try to preserve it, there can be no doubt. Even so in¬ 
significant a change as the election of United States senators by direct vote 
of the people is bitterly opposed by all our “patriotic" class, let alone any 
real reform, like the abolition of the Senate. 

On every occasion, and especially when a labor strike is on, we hear from 
the judges the solemn declaration, “The labor organisations must not endanger 
the constitution of our country!” And the capitalist press all over the country 
and without difference of party, applauds this sentiment as very wise and very 
patriotic. 

But what is this constitution really? Strictly and soberly speaking, it is 
our political garment—the cloak of our body politic—and nothing else. The 
labor organisations, on the other hand, are the natural element of our organic 
development—just like all other industrial institutions. 

Now let us suppose a Federal judge should say to his son: “My boy, yon 
must not grow so tall, or so broad-shouldered, for if you do, you will surely en¬ 
danger your clothes.” This would of course be considered nonsensical, since 
the boy cannot help growing, no matter what happens to his garments; yet 
this advice would be in truth as sensible as the judges’ admonition to labor 
organizations. 

And how we have grown in our short national career! When the constitu¬ 
tion was framed and adopted, this nation was an infant in the cradle. Is it 
then good seose to expect that a garment which fitted us in swaddling clothes 
will still serve us when we have grown to manhood? 

As a plain matter of fact, a (onsiderable rent was made in this political 
garment, the constitution, some time ago, by our civil war, but this is ignored 
by the capitalistic judges and our capitalistic press. 

But just let us stop and rcilect a little. The framers of our constitution, 
no matter how wise they were, could not possibly have guessed what tre¬ 
mendous changes s century would bring about, socially and economically. And 
as we all know, they did NOT guess. 

No one of Them imagined that fruit grown in California would be sent to 
New York to be eaten during the same week; ths cattle raised in Texas 
would be turned into meat in Chicago and consumed in Msine. The ablest 
mind living s hundred years ago could no! possibly have conceived that a 
citizen sitting in his office in Boston would be able to converse, aye, actually 
to talk with his partner at that moment sitting in what is now Chicago. These 
economic and aocial changes, have made us what we now are. They are the 
impelling energies thst compel us to grow. AND WE GIVE OUR RULING 
CLASS FAIR WARNING THAT THE POLITICAL GARMENT—THE CON¬ 
STITUTION-WILL HAVE SOMEHOW TO ADJUST ITSELF TO THK 
NEW GROWN BODY, OR IT WILL BE TORN TO PIECES AND DIS¬ 
CARDED ENTIRELY IN THE VERY NEAR FUTURE.

Mr. Frank Gossrer of Pittsburg* 
an export in glass manufacturing, 
visited the plant of the glass trust in 
Alexandria. Ind., where the tests of 
tin* new window glass blowing ma¬ 
chines were made. Ho writes to the 
Glass Budpot that there are eight 
machines and that they equal the 
output of fifty-four blowers and fifty- 
four gnUiorer*. The machines blow 
glass in any length and thickness de- 
sin-d. one ordinary* laborer runs two 
machines, the product is superior to 
the hand-blown article, the output is 
greater and the cost about one-fifth 
of the old method. The revolution 
is complete.. The skilled workers 
have lost their jobs former; the trust 
owns the machines, and it is doubtful 
whether prices of window glass will 
l>e lowered much, except perliaps for s 
short time to run the small plants 
off the earth. What solution do the 
politicians offer for this problem? 
None. The trusts should own the 
machinery and do with it as they, 
please. That is what they favor. 
Wo have a solution: It is collective 
owhership of the machines. Then 
the workers will get the product, not 
the trust magnates.—Ex.

I “In spite of tbe fact that It has 
latterly become tbe fashion throughout 
the country to mobilise tbe militia 
upon tbe slightest excuse, there is per¬ 
haps no subject as vital to the liberties 
of tbe people, is so little understood, as 
tbe duties and powers of tbe militia 
when ‘called out' to aid tbe civil au¬ 
thority to suppress violence or support 
tbe law. Xhe lack of knowledge on the 
subject does not seem to decrease, ei¬ 
ther on tbe part of the people or of the 
press, notwithstanding the growing fre¬ 
quency of the use of the militia. 

'The terms 'military law,' ‘martial 
law' and 'calling out the militia* are 
much confounded and seem to be gen¬ 
erally regarded as eynonymous, wjien 
actually they are not at all so and have 
widely different meaulngs. 

"Consideration of the meaning of 
each of these terms will aid In clearing 
np much misunderstanding. To that 
end careful study of the definitions 
given below Is requested. 

"Military law consists of tbe regula¬ 
tions for the government of persons 
employed in the army or in the militia. 
It is tbe specific law governing the 
army as a separate community. 

"And. Law Die., Am. and Eng. En- 
cyc. Law. 

"Military law cannot and does not af¬ 
fect nnd does not govern or concern 
any person In the military or naval 
service. 

"Ex parte Mlllignn, 4 Wall. (U. S.) 
328 . Luther versus Borden, 7 How.

“The term ‘martial law* Is commonly 
applied to every use of troops or mili¬ 
tia for nny purpose nnd is peihapa 
used more Indiscriminately and with 
less understanding of Its meaning than 
any other phrase In as general use. Its 
correct definition, therefore, is much to 
be desired. 

"As defined In And. Law Die., p. 003 , 
and the many authorities there cited, 
martial law is tbe law of military ne¬ 
cessity In actual presence of war ad¬ 
ministered by the general of the army. 
It is arbitrary and supersedes all ex¬ 
isting civil lawi. The commander is 
the legislator. Judge and executioner. 
There may or ms; not be a bearing at 
bis will. It Is built upon no settled 
principles and is entirely arbitrary in 
its decisions; in reality It is no law, but 
something indulged rather than allow¬ 
ed as law. 

"Calling the militia out is merely the 
act of the civil officer invested by law 
with the authority to call tbe militia 
to bis aid to enforce and not supersede

"First, to rescue the trade from the 
low level to which it has fulien In its 
unorganized state; second, to estab¬ 
lish more firmly the shorter workday 
and ultimately a uniform minimum 
rate of wages; third, by mutual effort 
to raise the members to that position 
in society to which they are Justly en- 
titled; lourth, to cultivate a feeling of 
friendship niong the craft and to ele¬ 
vate the moral. Intellectual and social 
condition o> all Journeymen mechanics, 
cement workers and laborers; fifth, o 
establish more harmonious relations 
between the employer and the em¬ 
ployee through beneficial legislation, 
conciliation and arbitration; sixth, to 
assist each other to secure employment; 
seventh, to firrnisli aid In mie of death 
or permanent disability and for mutual 
relief and for ail other fruterual and 
benevolent pun*oses "

"Article 2 , section

"Article 4 . section 5 , of the constitu¬ 
tion says: The governor shall be com- 
ruauder in chief of the military forces 
He shall have power 


of the state, 
to call out the militia to execute the 
laws.' 

"Let the phraseology be. noted. The 
milltlA are not to be called out to carry 
out the ideas or whims of any officer, 
hut to execute the laws—thnt Is, the 
civil laws. 

"In common speech the militia are 
usually considered that body of our 
citizens who have been organized into 
troops and have subjected themselves 
to military organization. This is erro¬ 
neous. The constitution of tbe state 
says, ’The militia of the state shall 
consist of oil nblebodled male residents 
between the ages of eighteen and for¬ 
ty-five years.’

mfij of competition. The struggle is now between the capitalist class sad th! 

I working -lass. Tbe possession of the means rf livelihood gives to the capfcsikj! 
the control of the government, the press, the pulpit and the schools, and sm 
' ties them to reduce the workingmen to a state of intellectual, physical ud iccisl 
inferiority, political subservience and virtual slavery. 

The economic interests of the capitalist class dominate our entire sodal 
! system; the lives of the working class are recklessly sacrificed for profit, wars 
arc femented between nations, indiscriminate slaughter is encouraged and »v! 

; destruction of whole races is sanctioned in order that the capitalists may a . 
tend their commercial dominion abroad and enhance their supremacy at hoa*. 

But the same economic causes which developed capitalism are leading ta 
Socialism, which will abolish both the capitalist class and the clasa 
vorkeir.. And the active force in bringing about this new and highe order of 
society is the working class. All other classes, despite their apparent or ictMi 
conflicts, are alike interested in the upholding of the system of prints owner, 
ship ot the instruments of wealth production. Tbe Democratic, BepUfia, - 
bourgeois public ownership parties, and all other partiea which do not stand for 
the complete overthrow of the capitalist system of production, are Alike politic] 
representatives of the capitalist Class. 

The workers can most effectively act as a class in their struggle ajua# a, 

! collective powers of capitalism by corstitutihg themselves into a po^ 
party, distinct from and opposed to all parties formed by the propertied elioti 
While we declare that the development of economic conditions tends to tbs 
! overthrow of the capitalist system, we recognise that the time and manner of tbs 
trar.sition to Socialism also depends upon the stage of development reached by 
1 the proletariat. We, therefore, consider it of the utmost importance for tk 
Socialist party to support all active efforts of the working class to better its 
condition and to elect Socialists to political offices, in order to facilitate tbe at¬ 
tainment of this end. x r , 

Ac such means we advocate: 

x. The collective ownership of all means of transportation and coamnniea- 
1 tion and all other public utilities as well as of all industries controlled b» 
monopolies, trusts and combines. No part of the revenue of such industrial t» 
be applied to the reduction of taxes on property of the capitalist class, but ta be 
applied wholly to the increase of wages and shortening of the hours of Itber 
of the employes, to the improvement of the service and dimmiihing the raUe te 
the consumers. 

2 The progressive reduction of the hours of labor and tbe increase of wages 
in order to decrease the share of the capitalist and increase the share of the 
worker in the product of labor. . • 

3. State or national insurance of working people in case of accidents, lack of 
employment, sickness and want in old age; the funds for this purpose ta be fur* 
aishea by the government and to be administered under the control of tbe work¬ 
ing class. 

4 The inauguration of a system of public industries, public credit to be uaed 
for that purpose in order that the workers be secured the full product of their 

labor. education of all children up to the age of 18 years, and state and mu¬ 
nicipal aid for books, clothing and food. -* ( 

6 . Equal civil and political rights for men and women. 

7. The initiative and referendum, proportional representation and the right 
of reoall of representatives by their constituents. 

But in advocating these measures as steps in the overthrow of capitalism 
and tbe establishment of the co-operative commonwealth, we warn the working 
class against the so-called public ownership movements as an attempt of the 
capitalist class to secure governmental control of public utilities for the purpose 
of obtaining greater security in the exploitation of other industries and not for 
the amelioration of the conditions of the working class. 

Attitude toward Trade Unions. 

The following resolutions were unanimously adopted by the national com¬ 
mittee of the Socialist party at the annual meeting held in St. Louis, Mo, Jaa. 
:g to Feb. 1, 1903: * 

The national committee of the Socialist party in annual session assembled, 
hereby reaffirms the attitude of the party toward the trade union .movement 
as expressed in the resolution on the subject adopted by the Indianapolis con¬ 
vention of noi. , • 

We conrider the trade union movement and fhe Socialist movement as in¬ 
separable parts of the general labor movement, produced by the same economic 
forces and tending towards the same goal, and we deem it the duty of each of 
the tv-o movement a to extend its hearty co-operation and support to the other 
in its special sphere of activity. 

But we are also mindful of the fact that each of the two movements has its 
own special micrion to perform in the struggle for the emancipation of labor, 
that it devolves upon the trade unions to conduct the economic stru ggles if the 
working class, that it devolves on the Socialist party to fight thd politic*! bstties 
of the working class, and that the interests of labor as a whole will he kart con¬ 
served by allowing each of the movements to manage the affairs within ita m 
sphere of activity without active interference by the other. 

We also declare that we deem it unwise to invitfc trade unioua ai such to 
be represented in the political conventions of our nartv. 

The Socialist party will continue to give its aid and assistance to the eco¬ 
nomic struggles of organized labor regardless of the affiliation of the trade 
unions engaged in the struggle, and will take no sides in any dissensieM or 
strifes within the trade union movement. The party will alio coutiafis te 
solicit the sympathy and support of all trade organisations of labor without al¬ 
lowing itself to be made the ally of any one division of the trade Biion men- 
n.ent as against another. 

Anti-Fusion Resolutions. , ' ‘ , 

Whereas, the history of the labor movement of the world ha* eoadwhtly 
demonstrated that a Socialist party is the only political organization able to ade¬ 
quately end consistently conduct the political struggles cf the workiaf daaa, tod 
Whereas, all “radical and reform" parties, inducting the so-called "Um 
Labor parries.” have, after a brief existence, uniformly succumbed to the influ¬ 
ence of the old political parties and have proven disastrous to the ultiaat* «nd 
of the lxbo' movement, and 

Whereas, any alliance, direct or indirect, W’th such parties i* dangeroua to 
the political integrity and the very existence of the Socialist party and the 
Socialist movement, and * . 

Whereas, at the present stage of development of the Socialist movement or 
this country there is neither necessity nor excuse fox such alliance, therefore be it 
Resolved, That no state cr local organization, or member of the party smu. 
under any circumstatircs, lusc, combine or compromise, with any p ofitfct l 9*^7 
or organization, or refrain from making nominations in order to further the in¬ 
terests of candidates of such parties or organization.

The above is the utterance of a man accounted brainv and worth 
listening to. Let us give his utterance a little deliberate, attention. 

Men of the Potter stripe like to refer to Social Democrats as dream¬ 
ers. but if the idea that there can be altruism while the dog-eat-dog 
profit system is in existence isn’t fabricated of the “stuff that dreams 
are made of/’ we certainly miss our guess! 

The bishop thinks that the idea that there is a master class and a 
dependent class in this country is foolish, yet even capitalistic news¬ 
papers, in the light of the'disclosures of the recent government census, 
admit that the rich are growing richer and the poor poorer. And who 
are the poor, forsooth? Why, the workers, of course. If this doesn't 
mean classes, what, in pity’s name, does it mean! 

The bishop doesn’t say it, but he implies that capital and labor 
are in partnership and that each gets its share of the product of the 
world’s industry. The fact is, however, that the interests of capital 
and labor are not identical, but that capitalism can only thrive at the 
expense of labor. Everything that is wonderful in our present civiliza¬ 
tion has been paid for by labor. Labor has paid for it, BUT DOES 
NOT OWN IT! 

What the bishop wants us to believe is that capitalism gets its 
profits out. of the air. instead of out of the workers and that there is no 
relation between the two great modern economic facts, attested to by 
government statistics: That a-mere 1 per cent of the people of this 
country own over Half of the wealth in the country, and that of the 
other 99 per cent a large fraction make- up a class that is relat : ~ely 
jKissessionloss. 

Socialists hold that the many must be poor if the few arc to he 
rich (as rich as Bishop Potter and richer), and that the fact of the 
]M)iise^;oa of riches under the operation of profit, interest and rent, 
makes it inevitable that the working class must yield up more and 
more of the wealth its industry calls into being. 

.If some players get up from a jioker game as winners, it is . a 
moral cortainty that some of the others have lost! If the game con¬ 
tinued. would the bishop expect to equalize the feelings of the players 
by preaching altruism? 

Capitalism will continue to exact its increase, and that increase 
will come out of the people who are the producers.

Tito Social Democratic party is the 
American expression of the international 
movement of modem wage workers for 
better food, better houses, sufficient 
sleep, more leisure, more education and 
more culture. Those who work with 
hands and brain are the producers of all 
wealth, but as laws are now made in ths 
interest* of property and the men who 
own property, the rights of the workers 
are ignored, although they ars in the 
great majority. 

Electricity, steam and many modern 
inventions have struck the death blow at 
production on a small scale. Production 
on tlvs largest scale makes monopoly a 
necessary condition. Monopoly is here, 
whether we wish it or not. 

The question is only whether it shall 
be a public or private* monopoly. 

The Social Democratic party demands 
that the production of this country shall 
be taken away from the control of a 
small number of irresponsible men whose 
only aim is to exploit us to the last limit' 
of our endurance. 

The Republican nnd the Democratic 
parties, and all sorts of reformers and 
anti-monopoly humbugs, are making a 
dishonest bid* for votes when they prom¬ 
ise to annihilate the trusts by law. These 
parties are powerless against the trusts 
because they cannot consistently oppose 
property rights of any kind. These 
rights are more sacred to them than the 
rights of man; but, alarmed by the grow¬ 
ing strength of Socialism, they are now 
trying to use phrases that sound "social¬ 
istic" to them. Yet none of thrm dart 
to attack the only vital point in the pres¬ 
ent economic system, the private owner¬ 
ship of the means of production and dis¬ 
tribution. — 

The trust question is a national ques- 


cunistanres should the people rest con¬ 
tent with palliatives of this kind. The 
people should move onwsrd to the con¬ 
quest of all public power*, to an entire 
rhango of the present system for one 
which will secure to the people collective¬ 
ly the Messing* of our modern inven¬ 
tions, nnd a standard of civilization and 
culture hitherto unknown in history. 

With this In view the Social Demo¬ 
cratic party of the state of Wisconsin, 
in convention assembled, reaffirms its 
allegiance to the principles cf interna¬ 
tional Socialism, and declares its adher¬ 
ence to the platform of the national So¬ 
cialist party adopted at the convention 
hi Indianapolis and pledges itself ut the 
ptesent time to the following: 

OUR DEMANDS FOR THE PRESENT 
TIME. 

1. That the state Legislature, the gov¬ 
ernor and our represenistives in Con¬ 
gress shall take auch action as is calcu¬ 
lated to bring about tho nationalization 
of all the trusts, notably the coal trust, 
the meat trust, the oil trust, the sugar 
trust, the farming machinery trust, and 
others of the same kind, and pay the 
actual value for the same. 

2. That the state Legislature, the gov¬ 
ernor and our representatives in Con- j 
gress shall take such action as will be 
calculated to bring about the national 
ownership of the railroads, telegraph*, 
telephones, express companies and steam¬ 
ship lines, and pay the actual valua of 
the same. 

3. That the state Legislature, the gov¬ 
ernor and. our representatives in Con¬ 
gress shall take such action as will be 
calculated to enact a law granting every 
wage worker over 60 years of age, who 
has earned less than $ 1,000 a yesr and 
has been a citizen of tha United State* 
for sixteen years at least, a pension of 
not less than $12 a month for the rest of 
his life. 

4. That no city in Wisconsin shall 
have tha right to sell, lease or give away 
public franchises. That every city shall 
have the right to take possc-sion of all 
its public utilities by paying to the pres 
ent owners the price of the same as fixed 
by an impartial jury; jind tlut every 
city and township shall have the rigut to 
issue bonds up to the amount of .*» per 
rent, of the entire tax valuation, for that 
purpose. 

*’>. That the state Legislature, the gov¬ 
ernor and our representatives in Congress 
shall take steps calculated to bring 
about the enactment of a national law 
by which the government of the United 
State* will lend the cities and townships 
money on bonds issued by said cities nnd 
townships up to 60 per cent, of the as¬ 
sessed valuation. Such loan shall be 
made in legal tender and without inter- 


j «t, the refund to takenlacc in twenty 
I veara in equal shares. Tnis money shall 
have its intrinsic value secured by the 
bonds and the assessed valuation of the 
city or township that receives the loan, 
and it shall be canceled with the bonds 
as fast as the loan is refunded. 

6 . That the state Legislature, the gov¬ 
ernor and our representatives in congress 
shall take the initiative to the effect 
that the United States constfeution be ►o 
amendea ns to nbolish the United States 
.Senate, which is a bulwark of capitalism 
and trustocracy. Futhermore we de 
mand that the United States judges shall 
he elected by the people of their respec¬ 
tive districts, for terms not to exceed 
six yfiara—this in order to make an end 
to government bv injunction. We also 
demand that till elective office*, the judges 
included, shall be made subject to the 
imperative mandate, and to a recall by 
the expressed wish of three-fourths of 
their constitiuinev. 

7. That the stute shall provide free 
schoolbooks and school utensils to the 
pupils of the public schools, and also to 
parochial and private schools who shall 
under certain legal conditions make de¬ 
mand for the same books. We also de¬ 
mand legislation enabling school district* 
in the country to give better school fa 
eilities and free transportation to and 
from school for the children. 

8 . That laws be enacted limiting the 
working day of youths under 21 years of 
age and women of any age employed- 
anywhere in Wisconsin to eight hours a 
day, nnd prohibiting the employment in 
any factory, store, workshop or mine, of 
children under 10 years of age. 

0. That laws be enacted securing to 
cities local autonomy, with power to 
earry into effect all means relating to 
their own welfare, so long os they do not 
interfere with the rights of others. 

10. That every city or township shall 
have the right to establish a public coal 
yard, and n public ice house, where ronl 
and wood and ice shall be sold to the 
citizens at cost. Cities and township* 
shall also hove the right to establish 
public abattoir* (slaughter housesl and 
to issue bonds for that purpose. 

These are the demands of the Social 
Democratic party in Wisconsin. We call 
upon every intelligent voter of this state, 
regardless of race, nationality or reli¬ 
gion, to join the Social Dcmocrsttic 
party, vote its ticket, build up its or¬ 
ganization, And stand shoulder to shoul¬ 
der for a better order nnd a higher 
civilization. And especially to the eco¬ 
nomically oppressed we ••all in the words 
of the immortal Karl Marx: 

"Proletarians of all countries, unite! 
You have nothing to loso but yout 
chains, and a world to gain."
